In 
recent years we have been doing a lot of work in 
this respect, and this biennial conference if one 
of them."

Expanding zones of urban periphery, suburbanization (in its various 
forms) gain importance in the development of urban centers themselves, urban 
agglomerations and surrounding regions as a whole. However, we know not so 
much about the increasing role that suburban infrastructure and residents of 
suburbs play in the life of large cities in the post-Soviet space. Analysis of 
regional trajectories of urban peripheral development in the post-Soviet 
countries, discussion of the scale, sources and consequences of explosive 
(sub)urbanization in the post-Soviet space, understanding the cultural and social 
significance of new suburbs in post-socialist societies, making of conceptual 
constructs and description languages in suburban studies will be, as we expect, 

the subject of discussion at the meeting.
